The clerical monopoly of which you 
complain began in former times when 
the minister was guide, philosopher 
and friend to small local communities. 
It has now yielded to lay control and 
to the policy of adequately staffed 
churches, especially in cities and 
larger towns, 

You and those who feel as you do 
can render valuable service by sup- 
porting this policy. It broadens the 
mission of the individual church and 
makes openings for its message. in 
hitherto closed neighborhoods.

BANDIT IDENTIFIED 


ATER BIG HULDUP 


Baltimore, October 1.—(#)—Un- | 
'masked robbers today thrust a battery | 
'of firerams into the faces of four | 
Henry Senneborn and company payroll 
messengers and took $46.678 ia cash 
in Baltimore's boldest daylight boldup | 
of recent vears. 

They fled with their loot, snatched 
from the floor of the payroll erew’s 
taxicab as it drew to the curb at the 
company’s clothing inanufacturing 
plant at Pratt and Paca streets, but 
left one of their number dead for a 
laundry branch manager to identify 
as “John W. Danko.” Further iden- 
tification awaited examination hy Ber- 
tillon experts. 

Walter Eggers, Howard Gugel, Ir- 
ving Howard anc, Irving Webster, 
employees of the Sonneborn company, 
were unarmed as -<hey escorted the 
payroll, amounting to more than &47.- 
000. from the Citizens National bank 
to the plant in the taxicab. 

Take Money Bags. 

Eggers said two men, approaching 
in a crouching position, snatched open 
the taxi door, thrust guns in their 
faces and took the money bags, while 
a third remained at the wheel of the 
bandit car nearby. Several witnesses 
declared they had seen a fourth man 
attack the cab. 

Several shots fired by the robbers 
apparently for the purpose of cowing 
the mesgengers, struck the taxiecad, but 
‘injured no one. Eggers said he advised | 


his companions not to resist, because | 
the money was insured and he was | 
-convineed they would be killed. 

The robbery was over in two min- 
utes. The few passersby who witnessed 
it were too astounded to sound an 
alarm until the bandit car, a sedan, 
minus a door torn off against the side 
of the Sonneborn taxicab, had plunged 
recklessly through traffic to disap-

pear, after dropping a bag coataining 
$500 in silver. 

A few minutes later, on another 
street, police found the car with Dan- 
ko dead with a bullet wound in his 
head, crumpled over a repeating rifle, 
a sawed off shotgun and an automatic | 
pistol.

Washington, October 1.—%”) — 
The fall in the price of cotton, wheat 
and fruits, the department of agricul- 


ture announced today, brought the gen- | 


eral index of purchasing power of | 


farm products down from 93 in Au- 
gust, 1925, to §2 this August, the 
lowest point reporte® jn 26 months. 

While the whole price level has been 
falling the department said in its Octo- 
ber report, farm products have fallen 
faster. 


Of the four chief money crops, cot- 
ton, wheat and fruits were described 
as large enough to “depress prices | 
somewhat, notwithstanding the low! 
yield of spring whéat.” 

“Potatoes, on the other hand,” the 
department said, “are peither a large 
acreage nor have early diggins turned 
out very good yields, so that prices 
remain relatively strong.” 

The report added that the total acre- 
age of 21 cultivated crops was about 
2 per cent above that harvested last 
year. 

The cotton belt, the report con- 
tinued, “is harvesting the largest acre- 
age in its history. 

“Ever since the short crop of 1921 
stimulated the price,” it said, cotton 
growers have been increasing acreage. 
The crop increased each year up to 
more than 16,000,000 bales last year, 
which was double the output of 1921. 
“toee the price stayed at a stimulating 
evel.” 

“The cotton belt,” the department 
said, “has had three relatively prosper- 
ous years. This fall, the probable sup- 
ply of cotton appears large enough, so 
| that the price has declined material- 
| ly. The drop in the price of cotton is; 
;redneing the purchasing power of the | 
south below recent years.” 

Discussing the business situation 
in its relation to agriculture, the re- 
port said that the “slump in business 
which was prophesied early in the; 
year in some quarters has not mate-

‘The 
lewer cost of cotton is making for a 
stronger and more sustained distribu- 
tion of many. lines of staple goods. 
Kine combed goods and fancies have 
been selling more freely for contract 
delivery. Yarn markets were more | 
active on lower price levels. Heavy 
knit goods are selling steadily but | 
spring lines are still lagging.

FRENCH SATISFIED 
WITH HUGE STEEL 
MERGER TERMS 


Paris, October 1.—(/)—Represent- 
atives of the French steel] interests 
today said that they were well satis- 
fied with the conditions under which 
the Wstern Europan Steel- Consorti- 


um, signed yesterday, was formed. 
They asserted that the percentage of 
O1.19 of the total production of the 
signatories allotted to France, would 
give the latter a normal production 
which would cover the present capac- 
ity of French steel plants and would 
furnish assurances against dumping 
from any other continental country. 

The suggestion that the. new com- 
bination of German, French, Belgian, 
Luxembourg and Sarre Vallev inter- 
ests may be utilized to control prices! 
brought a denial from French manu-{ 
facturers. They said that the in- 
dividual members of the Consortium | 
would be allowed to compete against 
one another up to the total produc-!} 
tion allotted them, while Great Britain, | 
being outside the conibination will be 
in a position to compete jin the steel | 
market. 

A leading French stee] magnate de-| 
clared that prices, as always, will be! 
controlled by consumption and that} 
the Consortium simply will prevent 
over-production in one country with a 
consequent disastrous competition that | 
would bring about unemployment in 
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other steel producing countries. 

Leon Blum, socialist leader in the 
chamber of deputies, has announced 
that he will interpellate the govern-| 
ment as to the political and social! 
aspects of the new steel consortium 
when parliament reopens at the end | 
of this month.

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COTTON SUFFERS 


DISASTROUS WEEK 


New York, October 1.—()—The 
selling started by the unexpected 
large crop figures of last week has 
continued in the cotton market, with 
prices making new low ground for 
the wfovement during today’s trad- 
ing. December contracts, which has 
sold at 18.25 on September 8, broke 
well below the 14 cent level, or near- 
by 4 1-2 cents per pound below the 
recent high price and to the lowest 
figures touched in the market here 
since 1921. The decline was punct- 
uated by occasional rallies on cover- 
ing and trade buying, but the south 
has been a persistent seller, presum- 
able against the increasing new crop 
movement while there also has been 
further liquidation of old long ac 
counts owing to the trend toward fur- 
ther increases in crop estimates and 
the reports of free offerings in the 
southern markets. 

The next government crop report is 
scheduled for publication next Fri- 
day and will give the condition of 
the crop and the indicated yield as of 
October 1, but the private reports so 
far as issued up to the close of this 
week have been regarded as pointing 
to a well maintained if not a slightly 
increased indication as compared with 
the mid. September figures. 

Many traders here, indeed, seem to 
consider that the chief uncertainty 
with reference to the crop out turn is 
now the extent of the surplus over 
ordinary ideas of the season's prob- 
able requirements and have turned 
their attention to the southern spot 
situation.

HOME BUILDING. 

Today is the day of the budget. 

If you plan to build a $15,000 
frame house and budget the cost you 
would purpose to spend about $4,000 
for Jumber and carpentry, $1,500 for 
stucco, plaster and tile, including la- 
bor; $1,400 for masonry, about $1,- 
000 for plumbing, ete., down the line 
until you came to $180 for screening. 

In a home ranging from %9,000 to 
$23,000 in cost, the percentages for 
the various items would run quite 
close to the figures above. The house 
would be out of proportion if one 
item were increased substantially at 
the expense of another. 

On lower-priced houses and higher- 
priced houses the percentuges, how- 
ever, would change. If one builds 
a house for $4,000 or 35,000, that 
money would have to be expended al- 
most entirely for the essentials, The 
3 per cent, set aside on the $15,000 
house for landscaping, would no doubt 
be left out altogether. 

Or supposing $50,000 was to be 
expended on the houst, probably the 
carpentry work would not require the 
approximate 27 per cent that was 
set aside in the $15,000 house. There 
might be an extra bathroom or two 
and the plumbing might be rather 
better than the ordinary without mak- 
ing the house disproportionate, so 
that of the total more than 10 per 
cent might be expended for plumbing. 

Quite similar to budgeting the cost 
of a home is budgeting of the build- 
ing of an investment account. A man 
who has but a small sum to invest 
should buy the essentials, the staple, 
high-grade bonds and stock in which 
risk is reduced to a minimum. 

A man with two or three thousand 
dollars invested and say. a fourth or 
a third in speculative investments, is 
in about as sensible a position as the 
man with a four or five thousand 
dollar home with decorating and in- 
terior finish that cost $2,000 or $2,- 
500. In that case the foundation 
couldn’t be very stable. The walls 
would let in a good deal of cold and 
the heating and plumbing arrange- 
ments would be poor. On the other 
hand, the man with a $50,000 or a 
$100,000 home can put a quite large 
amount into decorating and extra 
trimmings without detracting from 
substantial construction. Also, if 
he has built up an investment account 
of $100,000 he can possibly afford to 
take chances with two or three thou- 
sand dollarsins lative ventures. He 
won't weaken his investment struc- 
ture greatly even if he does_ lose. 
But for the small investor, chance 
taking is illogical and unsound. It 
is too likely to wreck the very founda- 
tion on which he is trying to build 
a measure of financial independence.

Ends Flight From Australia 


London, October 1.—(/)—Not since 


English necks been craned toward the 
sky as were this afternoon for the 
triumphant homecoming of Alan J. 
Cobham, from- Australia. Cobham’s ar- 
rival marks the first time that the 
long air journey from England to Aus- 
tralia and return has been accom- 
plished. 

After a series of maneuvers had 
thrilled great crowds along. the 
Thames, Cobham’s big hydroplane set- 
tled on the waters of that historic 
river, and glided to a resting place 
in front of the houses of parliament. 
Here were gathered the high and 
mighty. in the councils of the British 
empire to welcome the aerial path- 
finder. A personal message of wel- 
come from King George expressed the 
gratitude of the whole nation at 
Cobham’s safe return. 

The last few miles of Cobham’s 
28.000 mile areial jaunt, constituted 
nm memorable’ spectacle. He first 
touched England at Hasting’s, where 
the seafront was thronged by thon- 
sands of townfolk. villagers and rust- 


countryside toward London. He passed 
Maidstone, Rochester and Gravesend 
and then followed the Thames toward 
London, 

Both banks of the river were 
thronged as he swooped low g it 
until he reached the east end of Lon- 
don. Ships in the river fired rocke 
and thousands of Londoners flock 
to roofs and river embankments. Cob- 
ham swept past Westminster and roar- 
ed on to Hammersmith where be turn- 
ed and sped back to London, circling 
Big Ben in the tower of the house 
of commons, skimming over Westmin- 
ster bridge and then glide to the river. 

Cobham's journey that carried him 
a greater distance than the circum- 
ference of the earth had occupied 
hours of actual flying time.

Cobham observed in his entire flight 
which started last June, he arrived 
in London from Sartrouville, near 
Paris. the last lap only a few muin-. 
utes behind schedule.

NO ORDER GIVEN 
FOR MARTIAL LAW 


Sebring, Fla., October 1.—)— 
Appearing before a conference of ref- 
ugees and relief workers to discuss- 
measures for rehabilitating the stornr 
torn Glade county area, Governor 


John W. Martin tonight declared that 
he never proclaimed martial law i! 
any section of the state following the 
devastating Murricane of September 18. 

After pledging his personal as well 
as official aid in restoring the battered 
regions, the governor pfomised the 
conference that‘on his inspection trip 
tomorrow he would endeavor to ascer- 
tain by what authority the national 
guard detachment sent to the section 
established “a military dictatorship,” 
as charged by spokesmen for the ref- 
ugees. 
' No Authority Given Troops. 

“IT ordered troops to Moore Haven 
(chief sufferer from the storm in the 
county) to assist civil authorities in 
the recovery of bodies and the rescue 
of refugees,” he said. “If they estab- 
lished or attempted to establish any 
form of martial law, they did so 
without vested authority.” 

Governor Martin pointed out that 
martial law cannot be declared ex- 
cept by gubernatorial proclamation 
and that he had issued no such doc- 
ument. 

It was recalled that immediately 
after the storm, the may6rs of several 
affected cities “proclaimed” martial 
law, establishing military control for 
purposes of protecting exposed prop- 
erty as well as assisting in relief 
work, 

The national guard contingent, un- 
der command:of Colonel S. G. wry, 
ordered evacuation of some 200 inhab- 
itants of Moore Haven because of 
threateried spread of disease from 
damaged sanitation system. The mili- 
tary authorities explained that the 
move was ordered by the state health 
departmé@nht. 

The Moore Haven refugees 
have been quartered here. 

Governor Surprised. 

The governor expressed surprise 
when informed by Mayor G. J. L.. 
Smith, of Moore Haven, that citizens 
of that section were not permitted 
to enter the flood district and sal- 
vage property exeept in certain lim- 
ited numbers. 

“The state board of health,” he 
said. “has authority,to evacuate a 
territory where it believes there is 
danger of disease breaking out. While 
{ am no doctor, I eannot see why 
people can not go into. that section 
and work during the day to recover 
their private property.” 

After explaining to the conferees 
that he could not call a special ses- 
sion of the Florida legislature and 
expect relief from that source, Gov- 
ernor Martin promised that he would 
recommend to the legislature certain 
methods of aiding the county govern- 
ment in reestablishing itself.
